GLOBE, Nov. 9.—Assaulted in 


the hallway of her mother’s 
house by J. W. 
Copper Hill ‘stage, Mrs. Emma Hessler, 
2 years old, killed him with a revolver. 

Walter Gaynor, a brother of “Mrs. 


Hessler, was cenvicted on Weaver's tes- 
timony about a year ago of attacking 
Weaver’s 13-year-old daughter, and sen- 
tenced to 2% years in the Territorial 
Penitentiary at Yuma.

Arrangements Made for $20,- 
ooo Bond to Answer False 
Swearing Charge.

AUSTIN, Tex., Nov. 
Pierce, oil: magnate, appeared in court 
here today with his counsel Judge 
Priest of St. Louis and agreed to give 
bond in $20,000 for his appearance to an- 
swer the indictment against him charg- 
‘ing false swearing. 

The District Judge and District Attor- 
ney agreed’ to the bond which had al- 
ready been signed and was ready for 
presentation to the Court. Owing to a 
slight technicality in its wording it had 
to be rewritten. 

All the signatures to the bond are 
those of citizens of Texas. They rep- 
resent an aggregate ,wealth of $3,500,- 
000. 

At 12:30 o’clock the bond had been qor- 
rected and signed and approved by the 
Court and handed to the Sheriff. Trial 
of the case was. continued until the Jan- 
uary term of court. 

Will Return to St. Louis. 

The bond was signed by George W? 
Littlefield, Joseph Nalle, Walter Tips, 
Cc. W. Hamby, H. A. Wroe, Chester 
Thrasher, Theodore Lowe, George L. 
Hume, P. J. Lawless and A. J. Eilers. 

Mr. Pierce will return to St. Louis to- 
night. 

Mr. Pierce was accompanied by Judge 
E. B. Perkins of Dallas and others. 

No effort was meade by Sheriff 
Matthews to arrest Pierce. The Sheriff 
said this morning that he would wait 
until Pierce came in and surrendered. 

When Pierce’s car reached here this 
morning there was a large crowd at the 


depot to see Mr. Pierce. He arose early |. 


and dressed. When asked for an inter- 
view He said it was too early and that 
he may have something to say later. 
He was met at the train by Judge Rob- 
ertson. 

Pierce reached the Courthouse at 9:30 
a. m. with his lawyers. 

Sheriff Matthews met him tin the hall 
and they shook hands cordially. No word 
of arrest or. surrender was uttered. 
Pierce, his lawyers and Matthews stood 
chatting for a few minutes and then 
went up stairs to the District Court 
room followed by a crowd of fifteen 
hundred people who had gathered to 
witness the arrest of the oil magnate 
whose name has become a household 
word in Texas. 

While the lawyers were in conference 
with Judge George Calhoun and District 
Attorney Hamilton, Pierce sat in the 
courtroom in the place set apart for 
the lawyers, conversing with George 
Clark, Col. Fordyce and several friends 
who had gathered to greet him. 

Governor Was Absent, 

Contrary to the expectations, Gov. 
Campbell did not come to the Cpurt- 
house to greet him, neither did he send 
his private secretary. 

Pierce, before going to court, walked 
with Prtest and Fordyce from the train 
to the Driskill Hotel, where he had a 
light breakfast and then went to the 
Courthouse, stopping on the way at the 
office of Judge James H. Robertson. 

On the way Pierce entertained his 
compahions with recollections of Ben 
Thompson, a former City Marshal of 
Austin, and a noted desperado of thi 
county fifteen to twenty years aco 
whom he met in one of his trips to 
Texas. 

In court Pierce was neatly attired in 
a checked suit, choker collar, blue tfe 
and blue socks.

Under the instructions given in these 
letters a Democrat who voted the 
straight \ Democratic ticket except in 
the case of one man, was barred from 
voting for Folk.

Similar letters were sent out by the 
county committees of Audrain, Cass and 
Lafayette counties in Western Missouri 
and a considerable number have been 
traced in Southeast Missouri. In these 
counties Stone’s friends controlled the 
county committees. 


Scheme Hurt Democrats. 

Gen. Harvey Clark has told of a 
precinct near Belton, in Cass County, 
where 12 men voted on Democratic bal- 
lots, but v-ted the Taft electors and 
voted for Hadley, but they voted the 
Democratic Congressional and County 
tickets and in some instances the en- 
tire State ‘ticket ne the nominee for 
Governor. 


These same men voted for Folk for 
Senator and the election judges held 
that the entire ballots were vitiated.

MAKES REPORT 


Labor Leaders Criticises Scope 
‘of Injunction in Buck’s 
Stove Case. 


FORBIDDEN TO SPEAK 


He Says Only Workmen Are 
- Ever Subjected to Such 
Legal Procedure. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 9.—President 
'Samuel Gompers supmitted his report 
to the Twenty-eighth annual conven- 
tion of the American Federation of La-, 
bor today. He congratulates his fellows 


‘lon the fact that the organization has 


maintained its strength during the re- 
cent business depression and calls at- 
tention to the fact that during the past 
year a total of 284 cnarters have been 
issued. 

Mr. Gompers gives a history of the 
litigation with the Buck’s Stove and 
Range Co., and says that if the terms 
of the injunction issued against him and 
his associates be obeyed he would not be 
permitted to report on the litigation or 
tell the standing of the case at present. 

Refuses to Surrender Right. 

Referring to this phase of the mat- 
ter, Mr. Gompers says: 

“As a citizen and.a man, I cannot 
and will not surrender my right of free 
speech and freedom of the press. AS 
president of our Federation, a decent 
regard for my duty to you and to all 
our fellow workers, and to the public 
generally, requires that a comprehensive 
report shall be made of these entire pro- 
ceedings, so that the subject may receive 
your consideration, to the end that ac- 
tion may be‘ taken to protect the inter- 
ests of labor and the rights of our peo- 
ple before the courts, as well as before 
that higher tribunal, the public con- 
hscience of the people of..our common 
country. 

“It is impossible to see how we can 
comply fully with the Court’s injunction. 
Shall we be denied the right of free 
speech and free press simply because we 
are workmen? Is it thinkable that we 
shall be compelled to swppress, refuse 
to distribute, and kill for all time to 
come the official transactions of one of 
the great conventions of our Federation? 
I opine not. 

Injunction Is Indefensible. 

“I venture to assert that the bitterest 
antagonists to labor in Congress would 
not have the temerity to present to that 
bedy a bill which would deny to the 
toilers of our country the right of free 
expression through speech or by means 
of the press, and yet this very denial 
and invasion are attempted by this in- 
junction. 

“There is no disrespect on my part to 
the judge or the court when with sol- 
emn conviction I assert that this inva- 
sion is unwarranted. 
grown from the precedent set by pre- 
vious injunction abuses, and the judge 
in this instance has but extended the 
process. The suppression of freedom of 
the press is a most serious undertaking, 
whether in autocratic Russia or in the 
Republic of the United States. It is be- 
cause the present injunction and the con- 
tempt proceedings thereunder suppress 
free speech and free press, that I feel it 
my duty to enter a most emphatic pro- 
test. 


Aimed Only at Workmen. 

‘Injunctions as issued against work- 
men are never applied to, or issued 
against any other citizen of our country. 
These injunctions are an attempt to de- 
prive citizens of our country, when they 
are workmen, of the right of trial by 
jury. They are an effort to fasten an 
effense upon workmen who are inno- 
cent of any illegal act. They are issued 
in trade disputes to make outlaws of 
men, who are not even charged with 
dcing things in violation of any law of 
state or nation. These injunctions issued 
in labor disputes are an indirect asser- 
tion of a property right In men, when 
these men are workmen engaged in 4 
legitimate effort to protect or to ad- 
vance their natural rights and interests. 

“The writ of injunction, beneficent in 
iis original purpose, has been perverted 
from the protection of property and 
property rights, and @xtended to the in- 

vasion of personal rights and human 
freedom.”

- “thrive in this atmosphere. His letter 
on this subject is the greatest he has 
written and will have world-wide influ- 


candidate’s religious belief can have 
no meaning except that there may be 
discrimination for or against him be- 
cause of that belief. Discrimina- 
tion against the holder of one faith 
means retaliatory discrimination 
against men of other faiths. The in- 
evitable result of entering upon such 
a practice would be an abandon- 
ment of our real freedom of consci- 
ence and a reversion to the dreadful 
conditions of religious dissension 
which in so many lands have proved 
fatal to true liberty, to true reli- 
gion and to all advance in civiliza- 
tion. 

To discriminate against a thorough- 
ly upright citizen because he be- 
longs. to some particular church, 
or because, like Abraham Lincoln, 
he has not avowed his al- 
legiance to any church, is an out- 
rage against that liberty of conscl- 
ence which is one of the foundations 
of American life. You are entitled 
to know whether a man seeking your 
suffrage is a man of clean and up- 
right life, honorable in all his deal- 
ings with his fellows, and fit by qual- 
ification and purpose to do well in 
the great office for which he is a 
candidate; but you are not entitled to 
know matters which lie purely be- 
tween himself and his Maker. 

If it is proper or legitimate to 
oppose a man for being a Unitarian, 
as was John Quincy Adams, for in- 
stance; as is the Reverend Edward 
Everett Hale, at the present moment 
Chaplain of the Senate and an Ameri- 
can of whose life all good Ameri- 
cans are proud, then it would be 
equally proper to support or op- 
pose a man because of his views on 
justification by faith, or’ the meth- 
od of administering the sacrament, 
or the gospel of salvation by works. 
If‘ you once enter on such a career 
there is absolutely no limit at which 
you can’ legitimately stop. 

So much for your objections to 
Mr. Taft because he is a Unitarian, 
Now for your objections to him 
because you think his wife and 
brother to be Roman Catholics. As 
it happens, they are not; but if 
they were, or if he were a Roman 
Catholic himself, it ought not to 
affect in the slightest degree any 
man’s supporting him for the po- 
sition of President. You say that 
“the mass of the voters that are 
not Catholics will i support a 
man for any office, especially for 
President of the United States, who 
is a Roman Catholic.” 

I believe that when you say this 
you foully slander your fellow- 
countrymen, I do not for one mo- 





Such a consideration should never 
be treated as a reason for either 
supporting or opposing a-candidate 
for a political office. Are you aware 
that there are several states in this 
Union where the majority of the 
people are now Catholics? I should 
reprobate in the severest terms the 
Catholics who in those states (or. 
in any other states) refused to 
vote for the most fit man because 
he happened to be a Protestant; 
and my condemnation would be 
exactly as severe for Protestants 
who, under reversed circumstance’, 
refused to vote for a Catholic, 

In public life I am happy to say 
that I have known many men who 
were elected, and constantly re- 
elected, to office jn districts where 
a great majority of their constit- 
uents were of a different religious 
belief. 

I know Catholics who have for 
many years represented constitu- 
encies mainly Protestant, and Prot- 
estants who have for many years 
represented constituencies mainly 
Catholic; and among the Congress- 
men whom I know particularly 
well was one man of Jewish faith, 
who represented a district in which 
there were hardly any Jews at all. 
All of these men Dy their very ex- 
istence in political life, refute the 
slander you have uttered against 
your fellow Americans. 

I believe that this Republic will 
endure for many centuries. If so, 
there will doubtless be among its 
Presidents Protestants and Catho-~- 
lics, and very probably, at some 
time, Jews. ’ 

I have consistently tried to act — 
in relation to my fellow Americans 
of Catholic faith as I hope that any 
future President who happens to 
be a Catholic will act towards his 
fellow Americans of Protestant 
faith, Had I followed any other 
course I should have felt that I 
was unfit to represent the Ameri- 
can people. : 

In my Cabinet at the present 
moment there sit side by side Cath- 
olic and Protestant, Christian and 
Jew, each man chosen because in 
my belief he is peculiarly fit to 
exercise on behalf of all our people 
the duties of the office to which 
I have appointed him. In no case 
does the man’s religious bellef in 
any way influence his discharge of 
his duties, save as it makes him 
more eager to act justly and up- 
rightly in his relations to all men. 
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seph Silverman of Temple Emanuel 
said: ‘‘I consider President Roosevelt's 
views on religion and: politics as safe, 
sane and soynd.”’ 

Rabbi R. Grossman said: ‘This letter 
expresses the very gist of Americanism, 
and should be classed with Washing- 
ton’s letter to the Jews of Newport and 
the emancipation proclamation of Lin- 
coln.”’ 

Rabbi R. W. Harris, Temple Emanuel, 
in Harlem, said: “It seems to me that 
the views expressed by Mr. Roosevelt 
are so thoroughly sound from a com- 
mon sense point of view, so broad from 
a religious point of view, and so con- 
sistent from an American point of view, 
that no right-minded citizen can possi- 
bly object td them.”

Won a 8300 Scholarship. 

Miss Taft was shopping in Philadel- 
phia when I called and while await- 
ing her return I strolled over to a 
charming little place known as the cot- 
tage tea room, the favorite resort of 
Bryn Mawr girls during the afternoon. 
Here also may be seen the smaller 
girls of Miss Baldwin’s school prepara- 
tory to Bryn Mawr, which Miss Helen 
Taft attended until this year, when 
she matriculated, winning the Bryn 
Mawr scholarship of $300 for the’ stu- 
dent passing the best entrance exami- 
nation.

AUTO RACES 
BRINGS TRADEGY 


Chauffeur Fatally Hurt in 
Alighting From Car Going 
30 Miles an Hour. 
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Man Falls in Front of Speeding 
Cars, Dragged Away by 
Attendants.

Struggling in delirium at the Mullan- 
phy Hospital Monday Robert Holden 
repeatedly thrust his hands in front of 
his forehead, as if trying to protect 
himself from such an injury as that 
which, inflicted in Sunday’s automo- 
bile races, is expected to cause his 
death. 

Leaping from a speeding car in an 


event which, seemingly, was devised to 
afford temptations to reckless personal 
risk, Holden fell Sunday afternoon, head 
foremost, at the side of the Old Fair 
Grounds track, directly in front of the 
grand stand, where sat 56000 spectators. 
His skull was fractured in two places. 

Following the rule of the race, which 
was that, injury or no injury, it should 
be completed, the chauffeur of the car 
from which Holden had leaped sped on 
around the course and won second place 
in the event, known as the “novelty 
race.”’ 

Comedy Turned to Tragedy. 

The novelty race was an exercise in 
taking on and letting off passengers, 
and was intended as the comedy event 
of the program. The first mile was run 
with only the drivers in the three com- 
peting cars. At the beginning of the 
second mile each car had to pick up 
three pasengers, and at the end of the 
second mile let them off, to be taken 
up again at the beginning of the fourth 
mile. 

Holden and two others got aboard the 
Mcon car, driven by Fred Grinham, 
without accident. At the end of the sec- 
ond mile the car was slightly in the 
lead, and in his anxiety to keep ahead, 
the driver hardly slackened the pace as 
the place for letting the men off was 
reached. 

Drops and Strikes on Head. 


Climbing over the tonneau, Holden 
dropped off the car when it was running 
between twenty-five and thirty miles an 
hour. His head struck the earth almost 
as soon as his feet, and his body moved 
along, apparently bounding upon his 
skull, for several paces. 

Then, rolling over and over in the 
dust, perilously near the path of the 
oncoming car behind, Holden lay still. 
Attendants ran out, carried him from 
the track and placed him in an ambu- 
lance, which had been kept in waiting 
in view of the dangerous character of 
some of the races. 

Holden is a chauffeur, lived at 3949 
Olive street, and has relatives in Cam- 
den, Tenn.

guished persons are convinced that Theodore and 
William can do no wrong; neither can they think 
or say anything that is not all right. 

The American President has the advantage over 
his German friend since he may undoubtedly say 
and do what he pleases, subject always to lia- 
bility to impeachment. But although he is King 
and Emperor there is some question whether 
William is not bound to consult the judgment of 
his counselors before committing himself and his 
Government. 

It is an interesting question, probably with 
more humor than sober importance in it, but such 
questions are bound to come up whenever a 
strong man with a will or a whim of his own goes 
up against the limitations of a Government of 
law. The trials of infallibility compelled to 
reckon with the legal scruples of men who do not 
know it all, create a situation which cannot but 
touch the risibles of all people not destitute of 
the comic sense.

The Government of France has mislaid a colony, 
and the Government of Mexico has found it. 

It is Clipperton Island, a little island in the Pacific 

Ocean, 10 degrees north and 109 degrees longitude 
west. It is one of a large group of islands which 
is visited periodically by a French warship. 
Some time ago, when the warship visited the is- 
land, the French Sailors found soldiers there in 
Mexican uniform and the Mexican flag floating se- 
renely over the islar.d.

WILD, gay young Prussian officer who had set his soberer neighbors 
A aghast by his mad pranks in college and elsewhere, chanced to meet 
a pretty German girl at a wedding in 1846. She was Johanna von 
Puttkamer, daughter of an old, honored family. Soon after their first 
meeting this big young officer, Otto von Bismarck, was lucky enough to be 
@ member of the same party with Johanna in a tour of the Harz Mountains.
